Platform Is a Sane One. 


Not only is Judge Parker’s nomination 
certain, but the platform which was drafted 
tonight positively eliminates every suspicion 
of political foolishnéss and is a declaration 
of principles on which Judge Parker or any 
other sensible democrat can appeal to the 
people with sobriety and certainty. 

On the whole, the platform as it finally will 
be submitted to the convéntion tomorrow 
will differ from that adopted by the repub- 
licans at Chicago in only two or three im- 
portant particulars. Neither party found 


it necessary to go into the money question 


to any great extent, both sides agreeing that 
it is a dead issue. 


Tariff Plank Like Iowa Idea. 

The democrats will declare tomorrow for 
tariff revision. They stand, to a certain 
extent, just about where Gov.

In every direction the restoration of the

Jones Is Last Vestige of Bryanism. 

It is true the convention was called to 
ordir by James EK. Jones, who managed both 
of Bryan's unsuccessful campaigns, but 
Jones was the last tangible remnant of the 
old Bryan organization. He had nothing to 
do, in point of fact, except to nominate for 
temporary chairman John Sharp Williams 
of Mississippi, the democratic leader of the 
house, who was long ago pledged to the 
Parker cause, and who was chosen to open 
the proceedings of the convention by the 
Parker people themselves.

Mr. Bryan wiNgbe given every opportunity 
tomorrow on the floor of the convention to 
present his own views in regard to the famil- 
jar old financial issue, but it will be love’s 
labor forever lost, not because the pePsonnel 
of the convention has changed materially 
from what it was in previous years, but be- 
cause the views of the. delegates have

Ideas of Delegates Changed. 


In almost all the western delegations and 
among many of the eastern representatives 
it is easy to find those who not only were 
enthusiastic for Bryan in 1896 and 1900, but 
who actually believed in 16 tol. These men 
believe they were right then, but they donot 
see the slightest necessity for attempting 
to galvanize a dead issue by dragging it into 
the platform by the heels. ; 

They absolutely refuse to discuss the 
money question on the ground that it has 
been settled by time itself, and Mr. Bryan 
has behind him only a handful in demanding 
that the convention go out of its way to af- 
firm the old platform. The sentiment is 
overwhelming for an entirely independent 
declaration of democratic doctrine, ard it is 
this powerful sentiment in the convention 
which backed up the resolutions committee 
and permitted the adoption there of a plat- 
form to be submitted to the convention to- 
morrow which is conservative in every line. 


Disposed to Avoid Extremes. 


The prevailing sentiment of the convention 
and of all the delegates, with the exception 


of an extremely small fragment of Bryan | 


and Hearst men, is to avoid extremes and to 
complete the reorganization and regenera- 
tion of the party without offense to any fac- 
tion. This program has) been followed out 
with remarkable fidelity. It was this senti- 
ment which made the nomination of Cleve- 
land as impossible as that of Bryan. | 
The platform has avoided the folly of re- 
ferring to 16 to 1, but it has equally avoided 
the political unwisdom at this time of de- 
claring for a gold standard. The Parker 
movement has been remarkably successful 
owing to the fact that it has left but few 
gores behind it. Bryan has not been driven 
out of the party by the reorganizers, 
although he naturally is humiliated over 
the fact that his day is done and that he 
is no longer the idol of thousands of his 
fellow democrats. 
On the whole, the Parker men have been 
exceedingly temperate. They have simply 
laughed at Hearst and the foolish claims 
of his managers. Bryan they hAve treated 
with respect, and the result is a spirit of 
conciliation and friendliness which is rather 
remarkable, because democratic conventions 
as a rule are noisy and belligerent. : 


Williams Makes a Poor Start. 


Today’s proceedings ran so smoothly as 
to give promise of an early adjournment. 
John Sharp Williams made an undeniable 
failure as a presiding officer, and in this 

t it is feared by his friends that his 
unfortunate inability to control the conven- 
tion may at some later day prevent his being 
selected as speaker by the democrats of the 
house.

The sentiment for Parker manifest- 
ty has been based on availability almost en- | 
tirely. Few of the delegates know anything

Only ‘Real Demonstration in 
Convention Comes When... 


N ame Is Mentioned. 


HOT TIME IS ASSURED. 


Coliseum Built Like Peanut 
Roaster with the Delegates. 
in Hottest Spot.

St. Louis, Mo, July 6.—[{Special.]—In a. 


convention ball resembling a peanut roaster 


in architectural design and proportions, the 


democratic national convention sat down this 
morning, and now is in readinessfor the fires 
‘to be started and for the roasting to begin. 

This roaster is known asthe Coliseum. Its 
floors curve upwards to meet we ceiling 
Which, describing a broad curve itself, meets 
them half way down, 

Delegates and alternates sit directly on the 
center floor of the cylinder, precisely where 
the fire will be hottest. The seats for guests 
run up to the ceiling. It is like a roaster half 
full of peanuts, 


“Peanuts” Marked for Roasting. 
Even an unprophetic eye running casually 
over the assemblage just above the place 
where the fire will be started can pick out a 
few *‘ peanuts,” which stand every chance 
of being well done in the next two days. 
Second sight is not necessary to see that 
William Jennings Bryan, Charles A. Towne, 
Charles F. Murphy, J. B. Weaver, and a 
number of others are likely to be roasted 
too much, if not burned crisp, unless careful 
manipulation enables them to get out of the 
‘hot places once in a while. The man at the 
handle of the cylinder has a tremendous re- 
sponsibility. He may spoil a great many 
in the roaster. | 


Cleveland’s Nanie a Spark. 

Trouble of this sort was almost started 
by the mention of Grover Cleveland’s name 
in the speech of John Sharp Williams, tem- 
porary chairman. That rotund but alert 
official, John IL Martin, sergeant at arma, 
saw the danger of a fire being started pre- 
maturely under the roaster and sprang to 
the rescue. By ejecting the man with the 
combustibles he saved the situation, but not 
until the convention had been brought to 
its feet in a spasm of yelling, which lasted 
fifteeh minutes. 

Mr. Williams had been preaching to an 
audience a trifle apathetic and not in the 
least demonstrative when he came to the 
point where he had written down the fol- 
lowing words, which he proceeded to say: 

“This accomplished fact of a gold basis 
was accomplished, then, not by the repub- 
lican party, but by the dogged persistency 
and indomitable will of Grover Cleveland. 
Now the republican party has the monu- 
mental effrontery to steal his thunder.” 


Audience Suddenly Aroused, 
It was as if the convention had suddenly 


touched a live electric wire. Half the people 


in the hall had not heard the statement or 
had not caught the significance of it. This 
half was soon to its feet wondering what had 
moved the other half to jump up yelling and 
dancing about like mad. 

This wonderment increased as systematic 
attempts were inaugurated on the floor to 
start a “‘stampede’’ among the delegates. 
The name of ‘‘Cleveland’’ rose about the 
clamor and din and the great crowd present- 
ly understood clearly that the ex-president 
had something to do with it. 

For ten minutes the racket was sustained 
and showed no signs of subsiding but rather 
increased in volume. 


Mike Padden Yells for Grover. 

It was at this "moment that Michael C, 
Padden’s Tammanyite and doorkeeper ap- 
peared onthescene. Mike landed in between 
the Pennsylvania and New York delegations. 
He landed with arms outspread and mouth 
widé open, waving his hat,

2 Spectators Get in Early. 


The banks of seats for spectators had 
been fairly well filled before the prominent 
persons in the delegations began to make 
their appearance. Llilinois was one of the 
first to show. The delegates found their 
seats and proceeded to remove coats and col- 
lars. The convention was destined to be a 
shirt sleeve convention from the first. 

Illinois was not in high spirits. Probably 
it was the incubus of the Hearst instruc- 
tions which weighed heavily upon the proud 
souls of James H. Eckels, John P. Hopkins, 


.and George Brennan, not to mention the 


equally proud souls of Ben Cable, Bobby 
Burke, and others. Millard Dunlap con- 
cealed his high spirit in the third row on the 
speakers’ platform and Mayor Harrison was 
there during the latter part of the session 
looking at the promised land from the desert. 


Bryan’s Spot in Center. 


In front of Illinois was the Alabama dele- 
gation. New York and Pennsylvania had 
been given the positions of honor, and the 
rest were “also rans.”” The spot destined 
— Bryan was in the center of the convention 

oor. 

The collarless, cheerless, coatless Illinois 
delegates had been sitting in their seats fir- 
teen minutes before any of the real notables 
came in. Incidentally and parenthetically, 
it should be remarked that Mr. Eckels may 
have been cheerless, but that he was neither 
collarless nor coatless. 

It soon became apparent that ‘‘ demonstra- 
tions *’ were not the order of the day. The 
best that were produced were merely local 
disturbances. There were only four times 
when anything like a general break of ap- 
plause came from the galleries and floor of 
the convention, and these were slow in com- 


ing. 
Leaders Come in Quietly. 


Bourke Cockran, looking as if he had lost 
his best friend and did not know whether to 
be more than half sorry, found his seat in 
silence. David B. Hill came in without cere- 
mony. Even the picturesque Gov. Vardaman 
of Mississippi, radiant in white clothes and 
black hain, was an unobserved speck in the 
convention hall. 

Hoke Smith moved ponderously 
his seat and no one seemed tickled to death 
to see Hoke. Neither did any one throw a 
spasm of delight when Gov. Jefferson Davis 
was sighted in the offing. No one was glad 
to see Charlies Murphy, no one was giad to 


see Tom Taggart, no one was giad to see. 


Ben Tillman, ho one was giad to see Tom 


Stone. 
Curiosity became keen to know how Bryan 


would be received—whether any one would 
be glad to see him and whether the gladness 
would be shown. Bryan was like “County 
Guy” in the old ballad. 

Beast, bird, and flower 

Proclaimed the hour; 

But where was County Guy? 

Also the clock was about to proclaim the 
hour, but County Bryan had not put in an 
appearance. Rumor went about saying that 
he had sneaked it and had been ignored. A 
rush of the curlous to verify this found that 
it was not true. 

The first waking up came when the Texas 
delegation entered carrying the flag of the 
* Lone Star’ state. The delegates and spec- 
tators greeted Texas witha yell. They also 
gave James K. Jones—National Chairman 
Jimkay—a hand and a yell when he stepped 
forward with his gavel at 12 o’clock and 
beat the desk a few random whacks. 

This was a merely perfunctory whacking 
as the delegates were still coming in,and the 
convention was not ready to come to order. 


California Starts a Stir. 


California stirred up “ outburst’"’ No. 
by entering with a standard and cheery 
yells for Hearst. California is a running 
brook of enthusiasm which cannot be 
penned up or dammed. The “ outburst ”’ 
was purely sectional and not sufficient to 
cause Mr. Hearst’s followers to see radiant 
visions. 

The hour was now fully proclaimed, and 
Mr. Bryan was overdue. Suddenly there 
was a genuine shout from the door. It 
spread over the floor of the convention and 
up in the galleries. The cause came in. 
The first thing noticeable was the smile. Mr. 
Bryan was determined to look pleased, no 
matter what was coming. He was shown 
to his seat in the Nebraska delegation, being 
ushered into a middle seat. 

No sooner had he seated himself than he 
seemed to recollect something. He arose 
and changed his seat to the aisle. Whether 
this was to be in a better position for at- 
tack or escape was not evident on the sur- 
face. and Mr. Bryan was not questioned. 

Everything was ready now, and Jones 
whacked the desk again. He whacked it 
in a series of resounding whacks and then 
introdueed the chaplain for prayer. 


Prayer and Then Williams. 

Following the prayer came the announce- 
ment of the choice of John Sharp Williams 
for temporary chairman and its ratification 
by the convention. Williams was escorted to 
the chair, his committee of escort climbing 
over the railing to get a shortcut. With the 
appearance of the temporary chairman the 


convention was in full blast, the first note’ 


coming from Williams himself. 

He was face to face with the necessity of 
delivering the “ keynote ”’ speech and he had 
fitted himself for this emergency with a 
prepared document which was to consume 
almost two hours and a half by the clock if 
delivered according to schedule. 

Mr. Williams presented a frail figure as 
he faced the convention. He is noted as the 
best house leader his party has had in recent 
years in congress, but his friends said that 
his deportment in the house was stronger 
than his appearance in the convention. Di- 
rectly to his left pat John H. Reagan, sole 
survivor of the Jefferson Davis cabinet; be- 
hind him was a platform for guests, and in 
front of him and to all sides the peanut 
roaster full of delegates, alternates, and 
spectators. 

Lacks Necessary Voice. 


' Williams got the applause due him, and 
he started his address with vigor. His voice 
could not carry to all parts of the house, but 
at first it was strong enough to reach al! 
the delegates and such of the spectators as 
were fortunate enough to be sitting in front 
of him. Presently it began to fail in 
strength. 

Coincident with the lapse, it occurred to 
an engineer in the vicinity to open a steam 
exhaust pipe and let Mr. Williams talk 
against it. Honors in this contest’ were 
about even. Then some ardent spectators, 
anxious to drink deeply at the well of democ- 
racy, climbed on the railing of the speakers’ 
stand, thus the more effectually shutting 
off the sound toward the right side. 


Battle with the Railbirds. 


Mr. Williams’ auditors who happened to 
be on that side left off listening to him and 
éevoted their attentions to unseating the 
railbirds. The contest was waged cnerget- 
ically with the aid of the police and paper 
wads. After twenty minutes the protestants 
won out, and at the conclusion it was found 
that Mr. Williams still was talking. 

At first he brought yells out of his audi- 
ence, and finally he produced the Cleveland 
scene and the “riot” which has already 
been described, 

From this on Mr. Williams seemed to lose 
control of his audience. He had the difficult 
task of wielding the gavel and making his 
speech at the same time. To do the former 
he had to stop the latter. He would close

Throughout the hall people were reading. 
papers and talking. At the end of nearly two 
hours’ work the speaker was worn out and 
ready to quit. He did conclude but his audi- 
ence didn’t know it. Neither did the band, 
stationed above the main entrance know it, 
although the cue had been for the bandmas- 
ter to start up vigorously with some patriotic 
airs the moment Williams finished. 

Sergeant at Arms Martin came to the res- 
cue. He jumped to the front of the plat- 
form and raised his arms. The bandmaster 
in the gallery above saw him and leaned 
over the railing to observe his movements 
more closely. 

Martin brought his fingers together above 
his head, forming a circle with his arms. 


Then he made a pass or two, and a look of 


comprehension passed over the face of the 
concert meister. He sprang back, shook his. 
baton, and the band boomed out with the 
Star Spangled Banner,” while the delegates 
and spectators arose to a respectful atten- 


tion. 
Crowd Cheers for “‘Dixie.”’ 


This selection finished, the bandmaster 
again leaned over the railing and Martin 
went through another system of wigwag sig- 
nals with his fingers. This produced “ Dixie.”’ 

Every well recognized convention's view 
with regard to “ Dixie” is that it shall be 
received with ‘“‘ wild yells.”’ And it was.

Chairman J. K. Jones of the national com- 
mittee called the convention to order. His 
appearance on the platform and the sound of 
his gavel brought forth a cheer from the 
floor and galleries. 

Chairman Jones directed the sergeant at 
arms to secure order. He continued belabor- 
ing the table with his gavel, but it was some 
time before quiet reigned. California’s ap- 
pearance with a huge silk banner and silk.

Feeble Cheers for Bryan.

Panic Went On and On. 


“The panic went on, went on, until when? 
It went on until the boil upon the body com- 
mercial having burst the poison of specula- 
tion, boom values, and credit operations was 
released from the system. It went on until 
agriculture, the basic industry, revived. 

“In the midst of the panic all the wise 
men, and chief among them the republican 
leaders, told us that ‘it was lack of corifi- 
dence in the money of the country’ that had 
brought on the panic. The democratic ad- 
ministration, with a sufficient number of 
votes of both parties in the two houses be- 
hind it, took that view of the situation and 
demanded and secured the passage of the 
act repealing’ the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act, thereby; for the first time, 
practically establishing the gold standard 
in the United States. : 

“Without either free or limited coinage 
of standard silver money the country was, 
immediately after the passage of that act,

' Qn a Gold Basis. 
“I was not one of those who thought the 


common sense, and, like many another step 
in history, it is beyond recall or hope of re- 
call. | 
“This accomplished fact was the fact of 
a gold basis, then, not by the republican 
party, but by the dogged persistency and in- 
domitable will of Grover Cleveland, aided, it 
is true, by republican legislators, who 
thought they saw in it the final disruption 
of the democratic party. That was, in the 
main, their motive.

Republicans and the Trusts. 


“Let us see what the republicans have to 
say for themselves in connection with the 
great trust question. This is the language 
of the platform: ‘ Laws enacted by the re- 
publican party, and which the democratic 
party had failed to enforce... have 
been fearlessly enforced.’ 

“Here are the statements, first, that the 
republicans, instead of both parties, enacted 
the law, which is hot true; second, that the 
democratic party had done nothing; and, 
third, that the republican party has enforced 
the law, which is only partially true. 

** Now, the fact is that although the dem- 
ocrats only had a four years’ opportunity, 
and although the trust evil was neither 
acute nor prevalent at that time, Attor- 
ney General Harmon, under Cleveland's ad- 
ministration, found the suit of the govern- 
ment against the Transmissouri Freight as- 
sociation lost, took it up, revived it, and 
won it. He then instituted suit against the 
joint traffic association and also under the 
Eddystone Pipe company.

Enforcing Anti-Trust Law. 


“Nor is it true in any proper sense that 
the republican party deserves much credit for 


beef trust or upon the price of beefsteak. 
“IT think it was the permanent chairman 
of the republican convention who said that 
the democrats killed trusts with wind and 
the republicans with law. Where are the 
corpses? There is but one that I know of 
and it properly belongs to Gov. Van Sant. 
It is the spoil of his sword and his spear. 
“The boast that the administration has 
executed the anti-trust laws is, of course, 
ridiculous. The attorney general, in re- 
sponse to a resolution of my own, frankly 
confessed that nothing had been done and 
left the inference that nothing would be 
done, towards the criminal prosecution of 
the meén found gufity by the Supreme court 


of law, one of the greatest trusts in this 
country. 

“ Although a private American citizen had 
proceeded at great expense to get up the 
evidence, the attorney general in that case 
hid behind the pretext that it would be 
‘contrary to public policy’ for him to give 
congress any information as to what he was 
doing or would do. 

“Then there follows the boast of having 
perfected the interstate commerce law. The 
absurdity of this statement is demonstrated 
by the actual condition af things. ‘The inter- 
state commerce commission has been knock- 
ing at the doors of congress for years asking 
for power; asking this power at least when 
a given rate, after investigation and full 
hearing of both sides, has been decided by 
the commission to be unreasonable, to de- 
clare what rate would be reasonable in its 
stead, and to make this rate operative until 
set aside by due process of law on appeal, 
review, or otherwise. 


Ridiculous Official Impotency. 


‘“‘A more ridiculous piece of official im- 
potency than is the interstate commerce 
commission at preeent does not exist. Itcan 
@eclare a given rate of 50 cents, let us say, 
to be unreasonable, but as it cannot pre- 
scribe what would be reasonable in its stead, 
the railroad can do one of two things, it can 
either take an appeal, which suspends the 
decision of the commission while the appeal 
is being ‘long @rawn out’ by the railroad 
interested, or it can change the rate to 49% 
cents, and wher that has been declared un- 


infinitum, compelling the newly aggrieved 
citizen in each case to bring suit, at the risk 
of being punished industrially by the rail- 
road for -what it calls ‘ unfriendly conduct,’ 
and without the hope of any substantial im- 
raediate redress.

“TI read from the republican platform 
again: ‘ Tariff rates should be readjusted 
only when conditions have so changed that

“More than that, when they are being 
carried right by the south door of Great 
Britain on through the strait of Gibraltar 
and through the Suez canal to Britain’s own 
colony of south Africa and sold there, and 
when, even more than that, they are sold 
after freight has been paid and profit ob- 
tained at a less price than the same goods 
are sold to Americans in American markets 
five miles from the factory. 


Who Will Change Tariff? 


“The platform then goes on to say that 
these alterations cannot be ‘safely com- 


ter with the hands of the republican party 
since 1897, or for the last four years? Even 
if it were admitted that tariff changes ought 
to be made by the friends of. the iniquitous 
discriminations and extortions of the pres- 
ent law rather than by the friends of the 
general interests and common weal (which 


“ Designing and ignorant men have re- 
peated that so often that I am afraid there 
really are a good many people who believe 
it, and yet it is bad history again.

TWO-THIRDS RULE RETAINED.. 


Committee Refuses to Recommend Any 
Change, and Gives Porto Rico 
7 Representation. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 6—When the commit- 
tee on rules met the Illinois member, F. P. 
Morris, proposed that a simple majority only 
be required to nominate candidates, and not 
a two-thirds majority, as has been the prac- 
tice since 1832. 

Thomas F. Grady of New York, who had 
been chosen chairman, said: “The two- 
thirds rule wes first adopted to prevent the 
control of the party by a section of the 
country.

‘The elevated loop ordinance, the most im- 
portant ordinance of the year, will come 
before the council -for a vote next Monday!

Through routes, the enlargement of the loop, 
the construction of new downtown terminals 
—these are questions which ought not to be 
tied up for forty years till they have been 
much more maturely considered by public 
sentiment than is now the case. — 

The council ought not by hasty action to 
feprive itself of the opportunity of giving 
Chicago the outlines of an elevated trans- 
portation system which will be adequate to 
Its expanding needs. In the ordinance it 
now grants it should reserve the right to en-

It will not countenance 
another attempt to superpose the negro.

Such at- 
tempts have always failed in the past, and 
they are all the more certain to fail in the 
future.

| LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

OWIE’S rhodomontades against Ed- 
ward VII., that caused every hotel in 
England to close its doors against the 
prophet for insulting the king, have 

had a curious and altogether unex- 

pected result. For a number of newspa- 
pers in London, as well as in the provinces, 
in discussing the pros and cons of the gffair, 
have called attention to the uncOmplimentary 
references to the sovereign that are con- 
tained in Andrew Carnegie’s book entitled 
“ Triumphant Democracy.” 

Compared to the number of people who 
read newspapers, but few have read the book 
in question. But the action of the press in 
printing some of the most contemptuous 
paragraphs about Edward VII. contained in 
the book of the laird of Skibo: have ren- 
dered the masses aware for the first time 
of the sentiments which Carnegie enter- 
tained with regard to the king at the time 
when he published “ Triumphant Democ- 
racy.” 

The paragraphs to which most exception 
is taken are the following: 

“ Of course men can’ kiss the hand of the 
queen (Victoria), as one is. proud to kiss 
the hand of any good woman. But how will 
it be when the prince of Wales holds out 
his hand and Messrs. Chamberlain, Morley, 
Collins, Broadhurst, Trevelyn, and Fowler 
and others are required to kiss that? 
But the first man who feels as he ought to 
feel will either smile when the hand is ex- 
tended at the suggestion that he could so 
demean himself and give it a good heart 
shake, or else knock his royal highness 


And again: 

“Whenever an American is met abroad 
with the assertion that government in the 
republic is corrupt he can safely say that for 
one ounce of corruption here there is a full 
pound avoirdupois in Britain. Just look at 
some of the ‘ jobs.” ‘The prince of Wales is 
colonel of this or that: regiment and draws 
salaries for duties he does not perform. He 
has many mean modes of drawing money 
from the public.”’ 

And again: 

“ If any man believes that Queen Victoria, 
or the prince of Wales, or Kaiser William, 
er any member of a. royal family could 
receive more welcome news than the down- 
fall of the republic—which proves every hour | 
to the parent land that these royal people are 
only excrescences upon the state, the setters 
of bad examples, and thé core around which 
the worst vices of English life gather and 
fester—if any one believed this then his 
estimate of human nature differs from 
mine,” ‘ 


| 

The vast majority of the people of Great 
Britain have been wholly ignorant of these 
views professed by Andrew Carnegie con- 
cerning King Edward until they were 
printed the other day far and wide in the 
newspapers in connection with the Dowle 
controversy, and the popularity of the well 
known Scotch-American philanthropist is 
now suffering a sudden decline in the land 
of his birth, where he makes his home 
throughout the greater portion of the year. 

That foreigners should profess such views 
about British royalty is comprehensible to 
the British, who ascribe it to ignorance. 
But Andrew Carnegie, they point out, is, 
although an American citizen by naturaliza- 
tion, yet a Scotchman by birth and has his 
principal domicile in Scotland, where he 
holds the position of lord rector of one of 
the principal universities of the northern 
kingdom, and that he should have rendered 
himself guilty of the expression in print of 
such views regarding Bdward VII. and the 
royal family is denounced as downright un- 
pardonable. Indeed, it is to be feured that 
Andrew Carnegie will from now on find the 
atmosphere of Great Britain less congenial 
and residence there so much less agreeable 
that he will in future spend the greater 
portion of hts time on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

Lord Leitrim, who has just been appointed 
by King Edward HNeutenant of the county 
and city of Londonderry, is rich, not yet 25 
years of age, and one of the largest land 
owners in Ireland, He is a, grandnephew 
of the third earl, who was murdered in 1878 
in such a mysterious fasbion, who is known 
and execrated in Ireland to this day, as the 
“ wicked earl’’ of Leftrim. This particular 
peer was at daggers drawn with everybody, 
éspecially with his own family, and on one 
occasion, when there was a question of their 
taking steps to place him under restraint as 
a malignant lunatic, their lawyers drew up 
a long catalogue of enormities laid at his 
door, in order to submit it to counsel. The 
latter, however, advised ‘against any action 
because they pointed out that an Irish jury 
would probably believe or pretend to be- 


tice, brutality, and baseness were normal 
and to be expected from the average Irish 
landlord of the period. 

Lord Leitrim was perfectly aware of the 
hatred in which he was held by his family, 
his tenants, and his neighbors, and shortly 
before his murder, talking with a country- 
man about some cases of landlord shooting, 
he asked: “ Why the devil don’t the rascals 
shoot 


“Ah! thin, yer honner,” said the man \ 


“it’s just this—what’s everybody's business 
is nobody’s business.”’ 


A month Biter this conversation, while 
driving one d April night along the shore 


of Mulroy bay, near his lodge at Manor 
Vaughan, Donegal, his car was stepped and 
he, as well as his secretary and his driver, 
were all shot dead, the murderers escaping 
in a boat across Mulroy bay. A-reward was 
offered for their discovery and arrest, but nv 
clew to them was ever found, nor was anyone 
found to regret the earl’s loss. Indeed, bon- 
fires were lighted to celebrate the news of 
his death. 

The present earl Is as popular as the 
“wicked earl” was the reverse. He came 
of age while a prisoner during the war in 
south Africa, and when he returned to Ire- 
land on the conclusion of peace the bonfires 
which had been lighted to lebrate his 
granduncle’s murder blazed afresh from all 
the hills on the Leitrim estates tn honor of 
his homecoming. Indeed, his carriage was 
drawn in triumph by his tenants along that 
road on the shore of Mulroy bay where the 
third earl had been killed. Lord Leitrim 
is married to a daughter of the late Robert 
Henderson, who was a governor of the Bank 
of England, and a remarkably pretty woman. 
They have no child as yet, and the next 
heir to the title and estates is the earl’s 
younger brother, the Hon. Frank Clements, 
who is a midshipman in the navy. 


That the Countess Cowper should. have 
acted as godmother to the infant daughter 
of Lord and Lady Curzon means even more 
than the sponsorship of Queen Alexandra. 
who was the other of the godmothers. For

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Houghton; Mifflin & Co. of Boston have is- 
sued in a special edition, 
copies, a beautiful reprint of ‘**‘ DOCU- 
MENTS RELATING TO LOUISIANA.” 
These documents are “The Limits and 
Bounds of Louisiana,’”’ by Thqmas Jeffer- 
son, and ‘“‘ The Exploration of the Red, the 
Black, and the Washita Rivers,"’ by Will- 
iam Dunbar. 

In this volume there are made accessible 
two memorable documents in Americana 
never before printed. The first is a paper 
written by Thomas Jefferson while president 
of the United States. It is a summary of 
the various claims of France, Spain, and 
England to territory in the Mississippi val- 
ley and lays down the boundaries of the 
Louisiana purchase. The second document 
is the journal kept by Sir William Dunbar 
in 1804 on a voyage of exploration down 
the Mississippi river and up the Red, Black, 
and Washita rivers to the Hot Springs. 
Written in a brisk narrative style with 
many touches of aphic description, it is 
comparable to the more famous journals 
of Lewis and Clark, and like them is a con- 
tribution of the first order to Americana. 
In addition, the volume contains a letter 
from Jefferson transmitting his manuscript 
to the American Philosophical society, an 
extract from Jefferson's message to con- 
gress recommending the Dunbar manuscript, 
and a brief general introduction. 

These rare documents are issued in a hand- 
some octavo volume in which the utmost 
care has been taken to preserve the char- 
acteristics of the time, as regards spelling, 
typography, and ornamentation. The paper 
is of pure unbleached rag stock and the 
leaves are entirely uncut. The binding is 
smooth, dark English cloth, with paper 
label. The portrait of Jefferson is from the 
original painted by Thomas Sully, now in 
the rooms of the American Philosophical 
society at Philadelphia; that of Dunbar is 
from.a painting at the famjly home near 
Natchez, Miss. The map of Dunbar’s voy- 
age is a photo-lithograph from a fine copper 
plate engraving of Nicholas King’s great 
map in the war department at Washington. 


“THE MYSTIC MIDREGION” (G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, New York) is the title given by 
Mr. Arthur J. Burdick to his book relating 
to the deserts of the southwestern part of 
the United States. Mr. Burdick, who evi- 
dently knows the waste country of California 
and Arizona well, has made a book which 
should be prized by the prospector, the in- 
vestor, and the tourist, for each will find 
absolute justice done to this region; which at 
once fascinates and repels. 

Mr. Burdick describes the land of thirst, as 
he calls it, the strange dwellers, human and 
animal, the plant life of the desert, the In- 
dians and their occupation, the terrible Death 
Valley, the “ volcanoes,”’ the borax harvest, 
the gold mines, the precious stones found 
there, the work of reclaiming the arid lands, 
and the towns which are to be found in this 
hottest spot In the country. 

What he says of the frightful Death Valley 
and his description of the transformation 
which irrigation is working in certain parts 
of the desert are the best things in the book. 
There is a curious chapter on journalism 
below sea level. Mr. Burdick’s work is the 
most truthful which has been written on this 
curlous portion of the country. 


The title of ‘‘ A LITTLE UNION SCOUT,” 
by Joel Chandler Harris, tells its own story, 
or at‘least gives the cleW toit. Mr. Harris’ 
style of characterization is too well known 
to be detailed here, but it must be admitted 
that he has not done his best in this book 
Whistling Jim, the negro, is real flesh and 
blood, but all Mr. Harris’ darkies are that. 
The rest of the -.characters are too vague; 
one does not have any opportunity to get 
acquainted with them, nor learn more than 
is on the outside of their character. 

This criticism of vagueness may be given 
to the story as well. It hasan indefiniteness 
of plot which amounts to incoherence, When 
the story is finished one is left without any 
feeling of either enthusiasm or depression. 
One’s attitude is indifferent. 

Mr, Harris has done some such charming 
things. His ‘‘ Uncle Remus”’ stories have 
immortalized his name to all children. 
One cannot but feel that he wrote this book 
(McClure, Phil- 
lips & Co.) 


At a time Wacn ail ihe world is reading 
Mr. Morley’s ‘* Life of Gladstone,” and 
others are extracting a view of Disraeli 
too vague from Mr. Meynek’s book, there 
is published a “LIFE OF BEACONS- 
FIELD” by Walter Sichel, which, though 
small in size, is surprisingly comprehensive 
and quite satisfactory. While admiring Dis- 
raeli, Mr. Sichel is just to his opponents and 
to his subject, and his little book fills a gap 
that has yawned too long. 

From the same publishers, and in the same 
series of biographies, is a “ LIFE OF LORD 
TENNYSON.” by Arthur Chistopher Ben- 
son, who has succeeded’ in giving in small 
compass a simple narrative of the poet’s life, 
a eketch of his temperament, character, 
ideals, and beliefs, and an indication of his 
views of the poetical Hfe and character as 
seen in his own writings. Again, using his 
own words, there is an attempt to touch the 
chief characteristics of his art from the 
technical point of view. The result is a sat- 
isfactory one.

RUSSIA PLANNING A LONG WAR. 


Military Critics Declare the Czar Can- 
not Help Coming Victorious Out 
of the Struggle. —

ST. PETERSBURG, July 6.—*" Russia 

cannot help coming victorious out of the 
war.” 

Such is the constant expression made use 
of here, at a time when English military 
critics are crying it upon the house tops 
that the campaign, as regards prospects 
of success, is over and lost to this country: 

In the earlier periods of the war Russian 
opinion was much divided as to the wisdom 
of entering upon hostilities with Japan, and 
it would have remained so had Russia been 
victorious; but since Russia's troops have 
been beaten, and beaten again, the opinion 
in this country is unanimous. It is that the 
war must be continued to the bitter end. 

There were doubts earlier as to the neces- 
sity for Russia to go to war. Today the 
general opinion is that the thousands of 
Russians who have lost their lives on the 
field of battle make it absolutely necessary 
that the war. which must and will end in 
victory for Russia’s arms, be continued. 

If it is necessary Russia is prepared to 
make the war a long one, and the greater 
Japan’s primary success the greater will be 
the time the campaign will be drawn out. 


KUROKI TELLS OF HOT FIGHT. 


Russians Attack Jap Outposts Near 
Motien Pass and Are 
Routed. 


TOKIO, July 6—Gen. Kuroki’s report of 
the fight near Motien pass is as follows: 

“at 4 o'clock on the morning of July 4a 
few Russians approached near our pickets 


posted one and a half miles northwest of | 


Motien pass. They were followed immedi- 
ately by one company, which attacked. 
Then from the northern heights the enemy 
brought down another company, thus sur- 
rounding us. 

' “The picket commander dispatched his 
main force towarde the southern hills, re- 
taining only.a small force. Our troops were 
fiercely engaged in a close encounter with 
the enemy and forced a passage through the 
Russian line, while our outpost, which had 
been the first alarmed, attacked the enemy’s 
flank. 

“A desperate bayonet fight ed, which 
resulted in the enemy retiring, ued by 
our main outposts to Chenchiapaotze and 
Tawan. 

“The enemy also attacked our outposts 
west of Shiakaolin at about the same time, 
but was immediately repulsed. 

“Our total casualties were nineteen men 
killed and two officers and thirty-six men 
wounded. The enemy left on the fleld fifty- 
three men killed and forty wounded, suffer- 
ing a still greater loss while being pursued.”

guidance.

There were three series of intrenchments, or 
walls, and all were taken by storm. 


Scale Breach in Wall. 

The jong, or fort, was captured by a mere 
handful of British and Indian soldiers to- 
day. The excitement of the long day cul- 
minated in the scaling of a breach In the 
walls by Lieut. Grant, who was followed by 
a mixed company of Gurichas and fusileers. 
They climbed the cleft in the rock in the face 
of.a hail of fire and a fusillade of stones 
which were hurled on their heads by the 
frantic Tibetans. A stone struck Lieut. 
Grant, sweeping him off his feet, but he re- 
covered himself and was the first over the 
breach. . 

At dusk the battle was over, and though 
fitful bursts of musketry were still to be 
heard, the British held the jong, which dom- 
inates the town and the monastery beyond. 


Under a Heavy Fire. 

The plan of attack included three columns 
which were to rush the villages fringing the 
base of the rock. At midnight last night 
the British troops began to move into po- 
sition. The left and center columns were 
abie to enter the village by sunrisé, but so 
heavy was the fire directed on the right col- 
umn that it was impossible to make any 
headway for several hours. By 7 o'clock, 
however, the whole fringe of villages was 
captured. 

The housetops were full of Tibetans, who 
pelted the right column with bullets for 
hours. 

Ten Pounders Destroy Wall, 

The British 10 pounders made a breach in 
the wall between the two.towers on the face 
of the cliff, the wall falling down in great 
masses. Shortly afterwards an explosion 
occurred in the powder magazine of the 
Tibetans, by which many must have been 
killed. This, however, did not dismay the 
Tibetans. 

When the reserve companies of the fusileers 
and Gurkhas advanced and delivered their 
assault the Tibetans opened @heavy fire, but 
only one mamwas hit owing to the open order 
adopted by the British. | 

By dusk the helmets of fusileers and 
Gurkhas were to be seen on the highest 
building of the Jong. The men were cheer- 
ing. | 


: Like a Mountain Gibraltar. 


LONDON, July 6.—The Gyangtse jong, or 
fort, is built on a rock rising sheer 300 feet 
from the plain.

This is 
largely due to expensive forest fires in June, 1903, 
which, of course, involved no inguramce. Fi 
this June on property, which, as a general rule, 
was fully insured, cause insurance companies to 
complain that their losses are nearly double those 
in June, 19038. 

A startling feature of the statistics is that de- 
ducting the cost of the Baltimore conflagration, 
the losses for the first half of 1904 are almost 
$19,000,000 more than those for the sarhe period 
in 1908. That fire underwriters should be greatly 
discouraged in view of the fact that insurance 
rue remain practically unchanged is not eur- 

sing. . 


REPORT ON MICHIGAN BUSINESS 


Commissioner Barry Shows Record of 
Fire and Marine Companies * 
‘for Last Year. 


Detroit, Mich., July 6.—[Special.}—The report of 
‘Commissioner Barry covering fire and marine in- 
surance business transacted in Michigan last year 
showed that during the year eight stock fire compa- 
nies were admitted to Michigan, while three such 
companies withdrew from the state. Nine stock 
companies have been admitted since Jan. 1, 1904, 
and one, the Firemen's of ‘Baltimore, which was 
placed in the hands of a receiver as the result of 
the Baltimore. conflagration, has ceased doing 
business in this state... 

On June 15, 1904, there were 156 fire companies 
doing business In Michigan. Of this total two 
were Michigah companies, 120 were companies of 
other states and 84 companies of foreign coun- 
tries. There are now ninety-seven mutual com- 
panies organized under Michigan statutes transact- 
ing business. The average loss ratio of the com- 
panies on Michigan business, not including the 
mutual companies of this state for 1908, was 46 
per cent of the premium receipts. The average 
loss ratio for the thirty-four years since the es- 
tablishment of the Michigan insurance depart- 
ment is a fraction less than 57 per cent. 

In concluding his report, Commissioner Barry 
say

* * During the present. year the property owners 


of Michigan in common with those of the entire 
eountry have witnessed a most impressive demon- 
stration of the fact that in addition to a sufficient 
capital and adequate reserves a substantial sur- 
plus should be accumulated by fire insurance com-

regarded by premium payers as an unjust profit 
wrung from the insuring public proved to be the 
salvation of the insurers as well as the insured 
when the destructive conflagration at Baltimore

SIX HUNDRED MEN QUIT AND

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CONTINUED RAINS IN SOUTHWEST 
CUT DOWN YIELD. | 


Loss of Twelve Million Bushels to 
Kansas Crop Estimated as Result of 
Heavy Downpour—Prices Work 
Higher, the Advance Checked by 
Heavy Local Realizing—Weather 
Unfavorable Also for Corn and Oats 
and Those Markets Are Strong. | 


_ Nature seems indisposed to present the 
winter wheat farmers of this country with 
even a fair crop. At the outset the prospect 
‘Was marred by a dry and severe winter. 
Lately the uncertain dame seems to be try- 
ing to make-up for the lack of moisture dur- 
ing the winter and spring by providing en- 
tirely too much. The weather map yester- 
day morning showed Kansas has had worse 
than the scattered showers of thé previous 
few days in a decided downpour, a precipita- 
tion of 3.2 inches at Wichita, of .8 inch at 
Concordia, and of 2.82 inches at Kansas 
City. There were showers also in Texas, 

‘ Missouri, Hiinois, and other morg or less im- 
portant -states of the winter wheat belt. 

' But the rains were heaviest where they 
were most prejudicial. In Kansas, where a 
crop of over 80,000,000 bu had been hoped for 
to make up in part for the certain deficiency 
n yield in the older states east of the Mis- 
sissippi, the heavy rains undoubtedly 
worked additional havoc by damaging wheat 
‘{n-shock and beating down grain which was 
ripe or overripe for the reaper. There were 
numerous messages on ‘the local exchange 
from southwestern correspondents telling of 
damage and reduced prospects, while one 
commercial authority of the southwest, whoa 
few days ag~« had estimated the Kansas 
yield at 82,000,000 bu, cut down his estimate 
to 70,000,000 bu. 

The local market responded to the contin- 
uance of unfavorable conditions in the south- 
west with total advances of 1%c in the 

July deliveries and %c in the September de- 
livéries, but best prices did not hold, closing 
figures showing gains of %c in the July and 
%c in the September, about half the extreme 
advance being lost. The upward movement 
was checked by the fact that the foreign 
tmarkets, which had led the advances the 
day before, did net respond to the excited 
upturn here of Tu y, and the further fact

Phat Supported Union Pacific and

New York, July 6.—{Special.]—Pennsyl- 
vania and United States Steel preferred were 
the leaders in the stock market today, large 
buying of these coming from the same quar- 
ter$*as the demand for Union Pacific and 
St: Paul on the preceding day. The cause 
of the advance in these two stocks was 
meager, but the belief that prices of steel 
products would be maintained by the pools 
and that the preferred dividend on United 
States Steel would be maintained were dwelt 
upon. The drift of political discussion made 
it evident that the belief is general that 
the candidates and the issues between the 
two great political parties are practically 
decided on, and the supposition was not 
lacking that the operations in the market 
were based on the conditions thus implied. 

Crop news would hardly account for the 
advance in stocks, as the staple markets 
reflected a good deal of apprehension over 
crops, especially the wheat market. The 
strength of cotton was attributed more to 
news of fire damage to stocks of cotton, al- 
though some bad weather news affected that 
market late in the day. Sanguine expecta- 
tions are held, however, over the cotton 
crop, and the cotton carrying railroads were 
conspicuous in the day’s strength. 

Anthracite trade advices were conserva- 
tive in tone, pointing out that much progress 
had already been made in the annual stock- 
ing up. A rise of nearly 4 points in North- 
ern Securities on the curb was a sympa- 
thetic help but was unexplained. ‘An ad- 
vance in the price of copper led to the rise 
in Amalgamated Copper. The market was 
readily_ecarried to the top level of the day 
in the final hour after much realizing; and 
the closing was fairly steady, but not at 
the best prices.

The fund also puts ice within the reach of 
those who cannot afford to pay even the small 
price asked for the tickets. Thus are all the 
needy reached. 7 
“The situation around this settlement is 
that many a family that is using sterilized 
milk would be unable to get the ice to keep 
it fresh and sweet were it not given to them 
without cost through Tue TrRipuNse Ice Fund. 
“ The fund is of immediate service to the 
extremely poor people and to the fairly poor 
people without the danger of pauperization.”’
